He 
ordered signs made for each step, one for each book of die Bible. 
The signs were placed on the riser for each step, starting with 
Genesis on the ground floor near the cafeteria, and ending with 
Revelation at the top of the stairwell, near Erickson's office. 
The signs are made to coordinate with the coloring of the stairs, 
and make it easy to review the order of lxx>ks of the Bible while 
trudging up the stairs each day, “We're going to make better use 
of our time going up the steps," he said.

Drive-by Learners 

Commuter students become an increasingly important part of Northwestern’s 
student body. Although the college saw record enrollment in the 2000-2001 school 
year, limited dormitory space meant that many of those students were commuters. 
In fact, about 40 percent of Northwestern's student body commuted to classes. 

Another change directed ar commuters was the opening ol a new commuter 
lounge in the ground floor of Nazareth Hall. Jeff Snyder, dean of commuter life and 
transitional services, explained, “Students are busy and can't afford to waste time, 
and commuters are a long way from home, so they need a place to help them utilize 
the time when they're not in classes. They can use it to study, rest, visit with f riends, 
have lunch, or just do some of the things they would do in their apartment if they 
were closer to cam pus.” 

The lounge featured comfortable seating, lunch tables, telephones and computer 
jacks which could be used to connect to the college network. “It's designed with 
commuter students in mind, but it’s open to all students,” said Snyder. 

Other features of commuter life included a monthly newsletter for commuter 
students, and Snyder's weekly “commuter cars” contest, where students whose cars 
were photographed and posted onSnyder's bulletin board had a chance to win 
prizes. Still on the drawing board: remote computer access to the campus network 
servers.
